Guerilla Forces 
Are Splitting Up 


ATHENS, April 3—(BUP)— 
Greek guerilla forces in the Krous- 
sia mountains north of Salonika are 
splitting up into small groups to 
escape from ground troops, artil- 
lery shelling and air strafing, it was 
reported today. 

A communique issued by “C” 
corps of the government army said 
the guerillas, who were attacked 
early this week, still are hemmed 
in among the Flamouri and Kerd- 
hillion mountains with the centre of 
battle gradually drifting southeast. 

The communique indicated little 
chance in casualties, with 130 guer- 
illas reported dead, 40 wounded 
and 22 captured. The mountain trap 
originally was estimated to hold 
more than 400 guerillas. Some are 
believed to have slipped through 
Greek lines.

20-cents-a-bushel payment to 


Canadian farmers for wheat crops of the past three years was 
forecast Thursday night by Rt. Hon. James G. Gardiner, fed- 


eral minister of agriculture. 


Speaking before a Wetaskiwin audience, the minis- 
ter said in some cases farmers were being paid $1.75 at 
Port Arthur and Fort William for certain grains. This 
price, he said, would in all probability extend to cover all 
crops of wheat delivered in the past three years, 

Date when the new payments would come into effect 
was not hinted. However, the minister indicated sufficient 


money for the increase had ac 
ed from proceeds of sales 
Britain. 

These sales, he said, are 
at world prices which are

| er than the contract prices, 


The new payment when made 


| will be “at least another 20 cents a 


bushel,” Mr, Gardiner indicated. 


BASIS OF CLAIM 

It was on the basis of the pay- 
ment still to be made that Mr 
Gardiner advanced the claim that 
Canadian farmers would receive 
more for their product than pro- 
ducers in any other country in the 
world, 

In Canada alone, he said, does 
the farmer receive “every nickel” 
for which his wheat sells. On Ar- 
gentina, Australia and some 
other exporting countries wheat 
profits disappear into general 
revenues, or in special stabiliza- 
tion funds, 


In the United States the farmers | 


receive $160 a bushel as payment 
he said.

ROME, April 3.—(AP)—The Italian government sald

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The Thrill That Comes Once in 


Differential Penalizes Alberta 


It costs 96 cents per hundredweight 

to ship tomatoes from Aylmer, Ontario, to 

Vancouver, a distance of 2,856 miles. It 

costs $1.98 a hundredweight to ship toma- 

toes from Aylmer to Edmonton, a distance 
of 2,092 miles. 

Flannelette blankets move from Fast- 
ern Canada to Vancouver in a fourth class 
cotton goods car at $1.75 per hundred- 
weight. The lowest available rate from the 
Fast to Edmonton is 
at $4.53 per hundredweight. 

In a general way, the effective freight 
rate from the East to this city is equal to 
the through rate from the East to Van- 
couver plus the local rate from Vancouver 
to Edmonton. 

This is the type of discrimination that 
is levelled against Alberta by the iniqui- 
tous freight rate differentials. It is a dis- 
crimination so rank and unjustified and 
economically devastating that the govern- 
ment of Alberta should lose no time in 
joining British Columbia in that “fight 
to a finish” against differentials that Pre- 
mier Johnson of that province declares he 
is going to wage. 

It is true that the differential in Brit- 
ish Columbia is higher than that in the 
prairie provinces. First class freight rates 
are fixed in relation to a basic rate which 
prevails in Ontario and Quebec, The rates 
of the Maritimes, by statute, are 20 per 
cent under that basic rate. Those of the 
prairie provinces are 26 per cent above it 
and those of British Columbia are 46 per 
cent above it, 

But British Columbia has the advan- 
tage of a low transcontinental rate, gov-

tributors in Vancouver an advantage over 
those in Edmonton, 

The United States has long recognized 
the crippling effect of sueh discriminations 
in inland areas. In 1914, in the “Spokane 
Rate Case,” the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission laid down a principle that forbade 
railways to charge more for a shorter haul 
to or from an interior point than for a 
longer haul over the same line in the same 
direction to or from a coastal point. 

This principle has developed industry 
and production throughout inland United 
States. The failure of Canada to apply that 
principle has stultified industry and pro- 
duction in inland Canada. 

Edmonton lies at the very peak of the 
discrimination inflicted by differentials. 
An unnatural discriminatory barrier lies 
between this city and the East and be- 
tween this city and its natural markets on 
the Pacific Coast. 

If British Columbia then, finds it 
necessary to appeal the decision of the 
Board of Transport Commissioners which 
refused to interfere with differentials, Al- 
berta should find that need for appeal even 
more impelling. 

Albertans are willing to accept gen- 
eral freight rate increases that are neces- 
sary for the maintenance of a healthy 
transportation structure, 

But the differentials are another mat- 
ter. They are unreasonable, unjustified and 
unsound, And they are placing a tremen- 
dous handicap on the industrial develop- 
ment of this community.

In the Schools 


Editor, Bulletin—I have been 
wondering about your recent ed- 
itorial in opposition to the teach- 
ing of temperance in public or 
high schools. It would seem that 
education teaching the youth of 
humanity how to live is even 
more needed today than educa- 
tion teaching them how to make a 
living. 

Modern inventions can give in- 
creasing leisure. Thirty hours a 
week are the latest limits urged 
as working hours. With eight 
hours a day for sleep, this leaves 
82 hours for something else be- 
side work or sleep. As the hours 
of leisure become twice or three 
times as many as the hours of 
work, education for living be- 
comes increasingly important as 
compared to education for mak- 
ing a living. 

Booze seems to be taking up an 
increasing part of the surplus 
money and time brought to us by 
inventions. It tends to increase 
the disasters on land and sea and 
in the air, It does its bit in the 
wrecking of homes as well as of 
cars, 

No legal power can check its 
rapid increase but only the power 
of self control. “Self reverence, 
self knowledge, self control, these 
three alone lead life to sovereign 
power,” says Shakespeare. 

The Sunday School is certainly 
the ideal institution to teach these 
things. But hundreds of thou- 
sands of country children cannot 
easily get to Sunday School and 
many have none to go to if they 
could go. 

Moreover, a few minutes a 
week are not adequate to the mag- 
nitude of the task. Also scientific 
training is necessary for those 
who would give scientific instruc- 
tion 

Why should we expect the Sun- 
day School teacher to prepare to 
give scientific instruction for 
nothing and refuse to ask the 
public school teacher to give the 
same instruction for pay?

1 spent some time in Vancouv- 
er Police Court last week watch- 
ing the current hit parade of 
bookmakers, Bookies are a queer 
bunch, They act as if they were 
deeply hurt, as if the law were 
the rea) offender, Cripes, what's 
the matter with making a little 
book, their manner says, we ain't 
hurtin’ nobody 

I have a couple of pals who 
are bookies. Really nice fellows, 
too. They keep four-track books 
and one-track minds, They are 
forever trying to justify their 
racket, 

They get a good deal of mis- 
guided support, too. Every time 
the police get around to doing 
their duty (a pretty vague 
schedule) there are always a 
large number of citizens who 
sing the old refrain: “The bookies 
should be Jegalized, The govern- 
ment should take its cut.” 

Actually, of course, the govern- 
ment does get its cut since all 
smart bookies file reasonably 
complete income tax forms. 
Under our queer system the De- 
partment of Revenue and the 
Department of Justice wouldn't 
dream of exchanging notes. The 
revenue boys are happy and 
look the other way so long as the 
bookies confess up like nice, 
honest fellows and pay up their 
dues, 
“Well, people are going to bet 
on the nags anyway. They might 
as well do it within the law.” 
This is the familiar argument. 
Of course, they might as well 
argue that thugs are going to 
break into people's houses, law 
Or no law, so why not legalize 
breaking and entering?

But in most cases the 
bookie is a  good-for-nothing 
bum, His customer is often a 
desperate, selfish, small-time 
sucker who keeps on and on try- 
ing to recover his losses at the 
expense of his home and job. 

The cost of this gambling runs 
higher than most of us dream. 

The Senior Inspector of Scot- 
land Yard in a recent Royal 
Commission testified that more 
criminals attribute their records 
to gambling than any other 
single cause, 

Sir Robert Kindersley told the 
same group: “The atmosphere 
created by the general spirit of 
gambling leads to extravagance, 
general lessening of self-control 
and a reduction of individual ef-

These bookies in the cigar 
stands and the pool hall back 
rooms are the offshot of the 
legal horse betting by the pari- 
mutuel system. Legalize them 
and the racketeers will dream 
up some further refinements to 
make an extra buck. It's an end- 
less circle. And whatever gains 
come in the form of government 
revenue are Wiped out by fur- 
ther waste in society. We have 
enough parasites around now 
without bringing these grifters 
out from the shadow of the law. 


Betting Is 
Only Human 


As the proponents of legal 
bookmaking will argue, there's no 
great harm in the average person 
making an occasional small bet, 
I am one of those happy inno- 
cents who gets a kick out of put- 
ting a two-dollar bet on a horse 
that always seems to come fourth 
when the racing season is on, 
“You can't change human nature,” 
they'll tell you and I'm the first 
to admit it. 

But you can control human 
nature. That is the purpose of 
the gambling laws, just as it is of 
every other law. To legalize and 
encourage betting may not be 
morally wrong, but it’s like the 
use of alcohol, It’s easy to abuse, 

Legalize the bookie and you in- 
vite a terrific increase in gamb- 
ling, a much greater loss for 
those who spend more on the 
races than they can afford and 
an open invitation to families to 
risk their own security and happi- 
ness, 

The problem is especially sig- 
nificant right now in these rest- 
less post-war days when, so the 
psychologists tell us, the average 
person has escapist tendencies, 
Gambling is the easiest, simplest 
repudiation of disciplined think- 
ing and it is thriving now, in the 
face of a reduced standard of 
living, as it never has before, 

It isn't a new problem. The 
boys of ancient Rome played 
heads or tails. Old or new, legal 
or illegal, it seems impossible to 
eliminate the appeal of getting 
something for nothing. A lot of 
nice bank tellers will continue to 
go to the hoose-gow for just that 
reason, 

Meantime the best way to save 
a lot of homes is to keep up those 
Police Court personal appear- 
ances and, as happened last week, 
throw in a little hard labor with 
the sentence. Most could do with 
a little hard labor,

PROJECT TO COST MILLIONS 


Maritimes Would Wrest 
Rich Farmlands From Sea 


By IRVING C. WHYNOT 
SACKVILLE, N.B., April 3.— 
(CP)—Farmers on the narrow 
strip of land connecting New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia still 
hope to wrest from the sea some 
80,000 acres of valuable farm land 
spoiled by Bay of Fundy tides. 

The project would be a long 
and expensive one but not with- 
out precedent. 

Early Acadians living along the 
10-mile-wide isthmus of Chig- 
necto built ingenious dykes to en- 
able them to farm the silt-laden 
marshlands, 

The Acadians’ aboiteaux, built 
on canals, prevented the tide 
water from reaching the canal 
and let the drainage water out by 
means of hinged clappers or 
doors placed in the sluiceways 

The aboiteau system stood the 
test of time but needed constant

better.” 

It is Selke’s opinion that the 
hockey organization in Regina is 
the best in Canada, There the 
Parks Board has taken things in 
hand and runs the show for the 
little fellows, There were more 
2,000 games played in the parks 
during the season just closed. 

Regina juvenile Pats won the 
Saskatchewan title, but it will be 
a few years yet before Montreal 
Canadiens start to reap the bene-

Feed Grain Export | 
Has Limitations 


WINNIPEG, April 3—(CP)—The 
Canadian Wheat Board, cognizant 
of decline in the domestic demand 
for feed grains has authorized the 
export of limited quantities of oats 
and barley to any destination, sub- 
ject to certain limitations, The ex- 
ports will continue until July 31, 
close of the 1947-48 crop year. 

The export of Canadian oats and | 
barley previously had been pro-| 
hibited to provide adequate sup-| 
plies of feed grains for eastern | 
feeders. | 

The board’s new order, announc- 
ed Thursday, said all offers must 
specify that the grain is offered for | 
human. consumption within coun- 
tries coming under the International 
Emergency Food ‘Couitol alloca- 
tions. 

The Canadian Press reported er- 
roneously Thursday night that the 
effect of the board’s order was to 
lift the ban on export of oats and 
barley to the United States. 

The U.S. can purchase oats and 
barley under the new wheat board 
order if it wishes to do so, but it 
cannot consume these purchases 
domestically; it must export them 
to countries allocated supplies.

CONSTABLE JUSTIFIED 
IN “BEATING” CASE 


TORONTO, April 3.—(CP)—The police commis- 
sion announced Friday it considers “justified” the 
action of Constable Raymond Johns after he arrested 
Jean Poitras, late last March 13. 

The decision was based on testimony given at a 
special commission hearing of Poitras’ charges that 
he was beaten and kicked by Constable Johns at the 
downtown Dundas Street station. 

Poitras “was undoubtedly in a fighting drunk con- 
dition,” the commission announcement said. There was 

“no conclusive evidence,” that Poitras was kicked, 
as he charged.

OTTAWA, April 3.—(CP)—The 
far-flung tribes of Canada’s In- 
dians may provide the answer to 
a question which has puzzled 
scientists for 40 years—the effec- 
tiveness of the vaccine “BCG” 
against tuberculosis, 

But experiments conducted 
ambng Saskatchewan tribes for 
the last 15 years show it will be 
many moons before a final an- 


swer is forthcoming.

BCG takes its name from the 
two French ,scientists, Calmette 
and Guerin, who developed it in 
1908 as Bacillus Calmette-Guerin. 
Since 1933 it has been used in 
Saskatchewan in an active pro- 
gram under the direction of Dr, 
R. B. Ferguson, director of medi- 
cal services for the Saskatchewan 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, in co- 
operation with the federal health 
department, 

Encouraged by the results, the 
department is extending vaccina- 
tions to other parts of Canada. 
And it's the Indian who is pion- 
eering the receiving end of the 
needle, 

Last year approximately 
Indians, chiefly in Saskatchewan 
and Quebec, were vaccinated, and 
within the last few months, health

But the value of BCG as a 
preventative is still a point of con- 
troversy in medical circles. Some 
contend the evidence is insuffi- 
cient to prove definitely that it 
has any protective effect in a 
civilized population.
